When the train 
came together the compact was so great that a large oil tank filled with oil 
took fire, and exploded, the flames leaping. to a height of nearly two hundred 
feet, and throwing the fieiy liquid all over the town. 


At three o'clock it was reported that every house in the village, some 


eight or ten in number, was on lire, and as there is no fire protection in the 
village, the town is doomed. Of all the buildir-gs

" depot alone escaped without damage. 
Twelve cars are also burning, and 


the residents of the village are panic-stricken. The fire starced Wednesday 
afternoon at 2-30 o'clock. News of the conflagration was telegraphed to the

Cleveland, O., Sept. 23—Despondent 


and disheartened over conditions, some 
ot which may never be known, Miss 
Olive Rayl, sister of Dr. W. L. Rayl, 
iving at the corner of Down and Hul- 
la streets, this city, whose body was 
round badly 
crushed 011 the Lake 


Shore railway tracks in Gordon. Park, 
either purposely lay down on the 
tracks to await a passing train, or 
threw herself in front of the train as 
.t approached As wired yesterday, it 
was first thought she had been mur- 
dered. 


Miss Rayl was '24 years old and came 


from Wellsville, Ohio, to this city on 
September 1, to make iier home with 
her.brother. She brought with her the 
fresh memories of a broken engage- 
ment and did not seem happy a <Jay 
after reaching this city. She secured 
a position at the Lakeside Hospital 
as a probationary mirse, but left after 
a week. Monday she went with a note 
to the Chaiity Hospital in search of 
employment. She was told to come 
back. She left the hospital and that 
was the last seen of her until her man- 
gled body was found IS hours later in 
Gordon Park. 


Carriage tracks near the place where 


the body was found and a man's hand- 
kerchief, spotted with blood, led the 
police to believe that the girl had been 
murdered and her body placed on the 
track to cover up the crime. The en- 
tire detective force was turned loose 
on the case by Chief of Police Koehler, 
but after working on the matter all 
day the emphatic opinion expressed 
at police 
headquarters Is that the 


young woman courted death. 


The physicians who assisted Depu- 


ty Coroner Houck in performing the 
autopsy on the woman's body also sub- 
stantiate the statements of the police 
and do not incline to the murder the- 
ory. 
A confusion of carriage tracSs 


near the place where the body was 
found forced the police to give up hope 
of making anything out of the first be- 
lief tpat^he -unfortunate woman was- 
taken to the park in a carriage. An 
examination also revealed the fact that 
the handkerchief had been lying where 
found for some davs. 


"With the body was found the girl's 


pocketbook Containing $2 in change 
and around her neck was found a 
chamios skin bag with S20 and a ruby 
ring This precluded the theory that 
murder was committed for the purpose 
of robbery. 


The case is mysterious because oi 


the inability of the police to trace the 
movements of the girl, aricT because o) 
the fact that she was known to be oi 
exemplary habits. So far as -can he 
learned she did not have the acquaint- 
ance of any Cleveland man. 


Miss Rayl was well known in Wells- 


ville, where she was especially promi- 
nent in, church work. The body was 
shipped to Wellsville.
